NOTICE 

Please take notice that The Union Light, Heat arid Power Company (“ULH&P”) 
has applied to the Kentucky Public Service Commission for approval to revise its 
Demand Side Management (“DSM’) rates for gas and electric service in Case No. 2005- 
00402. ULH&P’s current monthly DSM rate for residential gas customers is 3.29914 
cents per hundred cubic feet and for non-residential gas customers is 0.00 cents per 
hundred cubic feet. ULH&P’s current monthly DSM rate for residential electric 
customers is 0.1723 cents per kilowatt-hour and for non-residential customers is (0.0328) 
cents for distribution service and 0.00 cents for transmission service. 

ULH&P seeks approval to revise these rates as follows: TJLH&P’s monthly DSM 
rate for residential gas customers would decrease to 1.5 1033 cents per hundred cubic feet 
and for non-residential gas customers would remain at 0.00 cents per hundred cubic feet. 
ULH&P’s monthly DSM rate for residential electric customers would decrease to 0.1109 
cents per kilowatt-hour and for non-residential customers would increase to (0.012 1) 
cents for distribution service and to 0.00 cents for transmission service. 

The rates contained in this notice are the rates proposed by ULH&P. However, 
the Public Service Commission may order rates to be charged that differ from these 
proposed rates. Such action may result in rates for consumers other than the rates in this 
notice. 

Any corporation, association, body politic or person may by motion within thirty 
(30) days after publication or mailing of notice of the proposed rate changes request leave 
to intervene. The motion shall be submitted to the Public Service Commission, 211 
Sower Boulevard, P.O. Box 615, Frankfort, Kentucky 40602, and shall set forth the 
grounds for the request including the status and interest of the party. Intervenors may 
obtain copies of the application and testimony by contacting ULH&P through Ms. Anita
